15,000 Were Idle for Week. 

The strike and lockout. was esti- 
mated to have thrown 15,000 theat- 
er employes out of work for most 
of a week, to have tied up theatri- 
al investments of upward of $75,- 
000,000; closed 400 theaters; re- 
sulted in lost receipts of more than 
$1,000,000, and forced about 1,000,- 
000 movie fans to seek sore other 
form of diversion for a week. 

The trouble started when the 
Belmont theater decided to dis- 
pense with two of its four machine 
operators. The union insisted that 
the theater’s contract called for 
employing four men, 

The Operators’ Union called ma- 
chine operators of all Orpheum Cir- 
cuit Theaters, with which the Bel- 
mont is affiliated, out on strike 
Monday, and the exhibitors retali- 
ated with a lockout, closing up- 
ward of 400 mmvie and vav deville 
houses, 

During the week the contract of 
of the stage hands expired and they 
joined forces with the operators. 
The dispute with operators and 
stage hands was reported settled 
today, but the musicians’ union 
contract expires Monday, although 
negotiations for a new contract 
are said already to be under way. 

Theaters Reopen Today. 

A few theaters operated tonight, 
but most of them were included 
among the handful that did not 
close. The exhibitors’ organization 
announced that all the’ theaters 
belonging to the association would 
reopen tomorrow morning at 11 
o'clock when matinee performances 
begin. It was explained that films 
could not be distributed before 
that time and as a result the large 
downtown houses tonight re- 
mained dark. 

It also was revealed that the ex- 
hibitors will reopen without know- 
ing the terms of the agreement 
that has been reached.

At first he lay still and Ustened 
wistfully to shouts of boys at play 
in the street below. But not for 
long. His active mind and boyish 
enthusiasm would brook no re- 
straint. Books interested him lit- 
tle: practical things much. 

He asked his father to get him 
a few electric batteries. Soon he 
learned all about them. Then he 
asked for various chemicais. Ex- 
perimenting with elecricity and 
chemicals he passed the long days. 
He dreamed of becoming some day 
a great inventor. He worked with 
the patience of a scientist. 

His parents understood little of 
what the boy was doing. but they 
encouraged him in bis experiment- 
al work. The work culminated a 
few days ago in his construction of 
a smal} chemical-electrical device 
which still remains a mystery to 
his parents. | Externaily it was a 
small metal box. 

Alone in his room yesterday he 
connected the box by wires with 
three small flashlight batterien. 
His parents heard an explosion. 
Hurrying upstairs, they found him. 
dead. His invention had exploded. 
A fiying piece of metal had pene- 


trated his heart.

Old Glory’s Pilots, Tired of 
Waiting for Favorable 
Wind at New York, Fly to 
Old Orchard. 


HEAD WINDS HALT 
BRITISH AIRMAN 


Capt. Courtney Forced to 
Land in Spain — Royal 
Windsor at Scarboro, Me., 
Detained by Weather.

OLD ORCHARD, Me., Sept. 3.— 


Sliding out of the gathering dusk 
into the glare of a fire engine 
searchlight and two hastily con- 
structed bonfires, the monoplane, 


Old Glory, settled gracefully tonight 
on Old Orchard Beach, a three-mile 
runway built by nature from which 
J. D. Hill and Lloyd Bertaud hope 
to hop off tomorrow afternoon on 
their long-delayed flight to Rome. 

Five hundred persons were gath- 
ered on the sands when the roar 
of the motor heralded the giant 
plane’s approaeh. Barely discern- 
ble, the plane circled over the 
beach three times before dropping 
to the beach. 

Capt. Harry M. Jones, commer- 
cial flyer, near whose hangars the 
Old Glory landed, greeted Hill and 
Bertaud as they stepped from their 
plane, followed by their companions 
on their flight from Roosevelt 
Field, Ray Moorehouse, radio op- 
erator; Phil Payne, New York 
newspaperman, and Capt. Eric 
Denishan, motor expert and former 
member of the Royal Flying Corps, 

Pieased by Piane’s Performance, 

Hill and Bertaud, who will make 
the flight to Rome, were enthusi- 
astic over their plane’s perform- 
ance on the trip up from New York 
and over the huge natural runway 
here, 

The flight from New York was 
without incident, they said, and 
the landing here was easy, despite 
the darkness and unfamiliar 
ground, 

The pilots went immediately to 
their hotel for dinner. The Old 
Glory was far too big for any 
hangar on the beach, but work- 
men, hastily summoned by Capt. 
Jones, constructed. a temporary 
runway over the loose gand far 
above high-tide mark. The plane 
was rolled up the beach and made 
fast to boards for the night. 

Oil and Gasoline Sent, 

Half the gasoline supply of the 
plane was drained off before the 
take-off at Roosevelt 
afternoon and was being rushed to 
Old Orchard tonight, together with 
70 galions of oil which was discard- 
ed to help enable the plane to rise 
from the New York field, where 
rain, mud and cross-winds have 
held it landbound for weeks. 

Only a etiff cross-wind, which 
in this case would be from the 
east, can prevent the Old Glory’s 
hop-off tomorrow. The beach it- 
self, with the tide low, forms a 
runway, giving the plane three 
generous miles in which to lift it- 
self and its heavy load of fuel, 
while the run can be made from 
either end, or quartering across the 
sands, depending on the direction 
of the wind. 

The exact time planned for the 
Old Glory’s departure could not be 
ascertained tonight, as the pilots 
themselves could set no more defi- 
nite hour than “some time during 
the afternoon.”

George D. Wobbe, Secretary, Will be Out of 
Job With Suspension of Business by 
King-Brinsmade Mercantile Co. 


When the business of the King- 
Brinsmade Mercantile co i 
wound up within several weeks, it 
will leave George D. Wobbe, sec- 
retary of the firm, without a job 
for the first time in 50 years. 

The firm, established here more 
than 50 years ago, ceased buying 
and selling several days ago and 
Wednesday closed the doors of the 
store which it had occupied at 


1701 Washington avenue. Quar- 
ters of the new company now are 
in Room 312 of the Marquette Ho- 
tel, where Wobbe and several as- 
sistants are the only remaining 
employes. They are -collecting 
what money the firn? has out- 
standing and paying the few re- 
maining bills, after which the 
business will have ben liquidated. 
Started at $2 a Week. 
“IT guess it will feel funny not to 
have some work to go to after we 
wind up.” Wobbe said yesterday to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “Most 
folks believe a man needs a little 
rest at some time or other as he 
goes along, but I imagine a man 
who has gotten into the habit of 
working, like I have, will miss the 
store and _ the- surroundings to 
which he has become accustomed.” 
Wobbe started in with the firm 
for $2 a week as a messenger boy, 
March 5, 1877, when he was 14 
years old. When there were ro 
bundles to be delivered or ecail-d 
for, he dusted stock and kept it 
straight. Because of his diligenc:2, 
he soon was promoted to. entry 
clerk, followed by being placed in 
charge of the credit department of 


the company, and being made sec- 
retary. 
Has Held but Three Jobs. 

Generally, Wobbe always has 
been a man who didn’t change 
much. He lived in the same hou ; 
at 1510 Hebert street for 50 years, 
and has had only three jobs, the 
first as errand boy for a lumber 
firm, after he had left grammar 
school. ~He worked there nine 
months and, when the firm went 
out of business got a job in a men’s 
hat shop, leaving there within sev- 
eral months to go to work for the 
millinery firm, with which he con- 
tinued. 

In the 50 years Wobbe worked 
for the millinery concern he lost 
only several days because of ill- 
ness and, while he was working his 
way up, worked many days during 
market buying seasons from 7 a. 
m. until midnight. 

May Lose on Stock. 

Wobbe holds about $10,000 worth 
of the firm’s stock, most of which 
he bought out 2f his earnings. He 
does not expect to realize full val- 
uation on this. 

“I'll take a little time off after 
Iam finished here and then maybe 
I'll look around for a job,” Wobbe 
continued. “I know I won’t be 
able to stay away from doing some 
kind of work long, because even 
1.hen I would take a few days’ va- 
cation some summers, I was always 
anxious to get back and get busy 
again.” 

Wobbe has been married 35 
years. With his wife and son, Le- 
roy, he lives at 4512A Fair ave- 


nue. A daughter, Mra. ¥F. HH. 
Doenges, lives in the downstairs 
flat.

Coroner Louis H. Bopp of St. 
Louis County, whose alleged irreg- 
ularities in office are to be inves- 
tigated by the grand jury next 
month, yesterday held an inquest 
in the manner provided by law. 


In the case of a woman who died 
in Meramec Township, he permit- 
ted the Meramec Township Con- 
stable, Charles St. Onge, to sum- 
mon the jury of six, and all six 
jurors were residents of Meramec 
Township. Moreover. Coroner 
Bopp refrained from taking the 
body to his own Kirkwood mortu- 
ary, and charging for doing so. 
The inquest was held at another 
co'nty undertaker’s. 

Rival undertakers have accused 
Bopp of holding all inquests at his 
Kirkwood shop, regardless of 
where death occurred, of having 
all Kirkwood residents on the jury, 
and of personally summoning the 
jurors. The law specifies that the 
jurors are to be summoned by the 
township constable and must be 
residents of the township where 
the death occured. 

Coroner Bopp’s purpose in con- 
centrating his official business at 
Kirkwood, so his competitors al- 
lege, was to make it easier for him 
to obtain funeral contracts for his 
undertaking company. In cases 
where Bopp transported bodies to 
his Kirkwood place and then failed 
to get funeral contracts, he levied 
“hauling charges.” 

Yesterday’s inquest, in which 
Bopp deviated from the practices 
which provoked criticism and a 
grand jury investigation, was in 
the case of Mrs, John Bates, wife 
of a photographer at Centaur Sta- 
tion, Meramec Township.

Some of the month- 
ly reports to the Board by Wil- 
son failed to show debts to various 
persons, Thompson said. He 
charged that “The steward with- 
held information at the June, 1927, 
meeting of the board that would 
have helped to reveal the true con- 
dition. 

Invoices covering many thou- 
sands of dollars of purchases were 
found in a storeroom at the hos- 
pital. it is stated, and could not be 
checked from records kept in the 
hospital! office. 


$2160 Shortage Made Good. 

The report referred to one dis- 
crepancy of $2160 which was made 
good by W. C. Robertson of Jef- 
ferson City. a bookkeeper, after it 
was discovered. Robertson was 
taken to Nevada by Wilson as an 
assistant. Robertson was appointed 
later steward of the State hospital! 
at Fulton, but was removed last 
June, after friction with Dr. E. T. 
McGaugh, the superintendent. Rob- 
ertson’s appointment as steward at 
Fulton was made after the $2160 
shortage had been discovered and 
made good. Robertson said some- 
one else took the money but that 
he repaid it because he was in 
charge of the fund. 

Thompson's report says this 
$2160 shortage was found in the 
county patients’ account, and was 
repaid by Robertson in two in- 
stallments last March and April, 
which were credited in the stew- 
ard’s sales account, with a nota- 
tion that they were credited there 
“on account of error.” 

“Could Not Have Been Errors.” 

“However, investigation shows 
that a shortage was known several 
weeks before these entries were 
made in the steward’s salesbook,” 
Thompson said. “On further in- 
vestigation, we find that the trans- 
actions could not have been errors, 
as in each instance the cash would 
have been long over the amounts 
credited in the cash books.” 
Another item listed was the pur- 
chase by Wilson Nov. 10, 1925, of 
$447 in furniture-from the J. R. 
Davis Furniture Co. of Nevada, to 
be delivered to a farm leased by 
Wilson for the hospital... The in- 
voices, paid in March, 1926, Iin- 
cluded a desk and chair costing 
$75. The desk and chair, Thomp- 
son said, were not delivered to the 


Fails to Find Record. 

“No record of any of the vari- 
ous purchases could be produced 
by Davis,"”” Thompson said, “nor 
could he recall except in one .in- 
stance the name of a single person 
to whom he paid any part of the 
money, though some of the trans- 
actions occurred as late as May, 
1927. All payments were made in 
cash, in most instances on order 
by telephone from Wilson, who 
would send persons to Davis to 
collect for merchandise that, 80 
far as Davis knew, might never 
have existed. 

“Davis could recal only hand- 
ing to Wilson at various times cash 
which, Wilson said, was to pay for 
merchandise, including items for 
which Davis later billed the ineti- 
tution.” 

Denounces Cattle Deal. 

Thompson said the commission 
on other goods sold the State by 
Davis ranged from 3 to 20 per cent 
a month, and the commissions were 
declared exorbitant and excessive. 
Thompson severely criticised a 
series of cattle deala made by Wil- 
son. A transaction in which H. FE. 
Ford, an employe of the hospital, 
claims $1937 for 31 head of cattle, 
was declared “irregular, with the 
appearance of having been made 
for mutual profit at the expense 
of the State.” 

“The 31 head of cattle cost. Ford 
an average of $56.60 each. After 
they grazed several weeks on 
pasture furnished: by the hospital. 
Wilson entered into an agreement 
to buy the cattle at $62.50 each,” 
the report stated. 

In another cattle deal, the re- 
port states, Wilson, May 3, 1927, 
bought and received 107 cattle for 
the hospital from Noah Lee and 
Claud Tough, for $6707.40. 

“Further investigation reveals,” 
the report stated, “that T. W. Har- 
per (member of the legislature 
from Vernon County) accompan- 
ied Wilson and sevcral employes to 
receive these cattle, and while 
they were being driven about 20 
miles to the pasture, Harp.r agreed 
with Wilson to buy these cattle 
at the same price, $6707.40, and 
during this imaginary period of 
ownership, Harper placed a vhat- 
tel mortgage on the cattle, paid 
Wilson $6707.40, immediately sold 
them back to Wilson for $6707.40,

10,000 DIAL PHONES — 
IN BUSINESS DISTRICT 


Oldest Exchange in St. Louis 
Abandoned When New Con- 
nection Is Made. 


The oldest telephone exchange 
office in St. Louls was abandoned 
last midnight, as the dial telephone 
made ita first appearance in the 
downtown business district. 

As the clock struck midnight, 
10,000 “Main-Chestnut” telephones 
which had been connected with the 
30-year-old manual switchboards 
and equipment at Tenth and Olive 
phone Building at Tenth and Olive 
streets were transferred to the au- 
tomatic dial system in the ew Bell 
Telephone Building at 1010 Pine 
street. 

The actual transferring was the 
work of a few minutes, but had 
been preceded by months of iabor 
and expenditure of $2.840,000. 

Abandonment of the old office 
will not méan that the 150 opera- 
tors will be dropped from service, 
said Percy Redmund, genera] man- 
ager of the telephone company. 
Some of them will be moved to the 
new dial office; the remainder 
will go to manual offices where in- 
creased forces are necessary, 

Including the 10,000 instruments 
introduced downtown, there are 
now 42,000 St. Louis telephones 
connected with the dial system, 
During the fall and winter 12,000 
additional instruments from “Gare 
field” and “Central’’ will be 
changed to “Chestnut” and placed 
on the machine, raising the total of 
dial telephones to 22.000 in the 
business district, and in the whole 
city t. 64,000—approximately «4 
fourth of the 212,400 instruments 
in Greater St. Louis. 


24 PERSONS DROWNED IN CAVE 
DURING FLOOD IN BUKOVINA 


Delayed Advices Tell of Worst Dis- 
aster in History of County; 
$10,000,000 Damage.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, Sept. 3. 
—Heavy rains wiped out entire 
towns in Bukovina recently accord- 
ing to press dispatches, which on 
account of interrupted communica. 
tlons were received today. In the 
town of Carlibaba floods entered 
a cavern in which 36 peasants took 
refuge and 24 were drowned. 

It is estimated that hundreds of 
persons were drowned in various 
parts in the Bukovina. Bridges 
and roads were destroyed and the 
material damage is estimated at 
about 40,000,000 lel (about $10,. 
000,000). The disaster is said to be 
one of the worst in the history of 
the country.

WAYNE B, WHEELER TAKEN 
TO HOSPITAL SERIOUSLY ILL 


Dry League Leader Suffers Attack 
From Old Ailment at 
Summer Home.

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Sept. 3. 


—Wayne  B. Wheeler, general 
counsel for the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, was a paitent at the 
Battle Creek Sanitarium today. re- 
ported to be seriously ill from a 
kidney ailment, Although a state- 
ment from hospital attaches de- 
clared that Wheeler's condition 
“cannot be regarded as immedi- 
ately dangerous,” it was generally 
believed that the Anti-Saloon 
League counsel was gravely ill. 
He was removed from his summer 
home at Little Point Sable near 
here Thursday and _ taken to a 
Shelby hospital. 

Friday night his condition was 
such that physicians ordered his 
removal to the sanitarium here. 
Wheeler’s illness, although not re- 
garded as serious in the past. 
dates back several years. He had 
been undergoing periodic exami- 
nation and treatmenf at the Bat- 
tle Creek Sanitariuin. 

Several weeks azo Mrs. Wheeler 
was fatally burned when an oll 
stove exploded at their little 
Point Sable summer home, and her 
father, suffering from heart dis- 
ease, collapsed and died from 
shock. Wheeler had returned. to 
his summer home only recently 
after attending the funeral of his 
wife at her home in Ohfo. 
Wheeler's physician tonight 
termed the dry leader's condition 
serious but not grave, and said in- 
dications were that a crisis would 
be reached by Sunday nicht. 

The patient has almost complete 
blockage of the kidneys,” Dr. Al- 
fred E. Verity, specialist, said.

Secretary of Commerce Bases Fore- 
cast on Trends of Trade for 
Two-Thirds of 1927.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover says the 
outiook in the next few months is 
very fair for American business. 
He bases the assertion on trends 
of trade during the first two-thirds 
of 1927 depicted in departmental! 
reports. 

The first seven months of 1927 
disclosed generally a higher state 
of business activity than was ex- 
pected after the peak year of 1926. 
Loadings of railroad freight were 
but very slightly under the record 
loading volumes of the previous 
year. Pig iron production also was 
but slightly less, 

Increases were noted in volume 
of construction afid contracts let, 
exports of commodities on a quan- 
tity basis, 
and textiles: retail sales, stocks of 
goods and number of people em- 
ployed in service lines. 

Hoover said money rates are now 
low and the effect of that condi- 
tion is to maintain enterprise. 
Time deposits are distinctly strong- 
er than this time last year. The 
agricultural outiook cannot be as 
yet determined. The price levels 
have improved. in the case of 
corn, one of the most important 
crops.

THREE DEAD IN WRECK 


OF ST. LOUIS TRAIN 


Railway Passenger 
From Louisville Hits Coal 
Cars ate Princeton, Ind. 


By the Associated Press. 

PRINCETON, Ind., Sept. 3.— 
Catapuilting from an open switch 
into a Big Four train of lioaded 
coal cars, partof Southern Rallway 
passenger train No. 2, westbound 
from Louisville to St. Louis, piled 
up early today. Three persons lost 
their lives, another was injured 
seriously and miore than a 4ozen 
suffered bruises and lacerations. 

The accident occurred at 1:15 
o'clock this morning, 150 yards 
from where a switch to the Fran- 
cisco coal mine No. 2 joins the 
main line of the Southern. 

Firemen on both trains were 
killed and Thomas Nelson, 62 years 
old, of New Albany, veteran en- 
gineer on the passenger. jost his 
life. The fireman on the Big 
Four coal train was W. E. Ander- 
son of Petersburg, Ind... and the 
Southern fireman was Leonard 
Wilson, 44. of Princeton. 

Those who died were crushed 
in the breakup of the engines and 
scaided. George Fluher. 40, of 
Petersburg. engineer on the coal 
train, was injured sertously.

NORTHERN CHINESE TROOPS 
MAKE ATTACKS NEAR SHANGHAI 


Plane Rombs Arsenal Yard and 
Gunboats Shelli Forts With 
out Doing Damage. 

Rye the Amociated Press 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 3—The North- 
erners today made two unusual at- 
tacks against the Nationalists in the 
vicinity of Shanghai. 

A Northern military airplane tried 
to demolish the Important Kiang- 
han arsenal, three miles above 
Shanghai on the Hwangpu Rivef. 
Four bombs felj in the arsenal yard 
injuring a workman. All work was 
suspended tmmediately. 

Four Northern gunboats shelled 
the Woosung forts, 11 miles north 
of Shanghai at the mouth of the 
Woosung River. The fort returned 
the fire. No damage was done.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 3. 
—Growing of flax is being revived 
in Missouri although the 2000 acres 
planted in this crop this year still 
is much smaller than the acreage 
devoted to the crop in Missouri 
15. to 20 years ago, the depart- 
ment of agriculture announced in 
a bulletin issued today. Most of 
the acreage is in Bates and Morgan 
countics.

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 3. 
F Marie Antoinette, that ill-fat- 
| ed Queen of France had reigned 
in the twentieth instead of the 
eighteenth century, she might 
have lost her crown, but instead 
of losing her head as well she 
would have escaped to America 
and joined the Movie Colony in 
Hollywood. That at least is a

NEW YORK, Sept. 3. 

BELATED second thought on 
A the first night of “Peggy Ann” 

was confided to us last week 
by the editor of one of those more 
erudite weeklies furthest north of 
Broadway. “It’s the Cinderella 
story,” he said sorrowfully, “writ- 
ten by one who no longer believes 
im 

For all the plaintive implications 
in this sad thought it was quite evi- 
dent that he liked it that way. It 
explains the presence of a devoted 
minority at this show who ordi- 
narily shun musical comedy as they 
would amusement parks. If you 
have once had Cinderella ladled out 
to you in lingering, treacly doses, 
you are in a mood to appreciate the 
cynical charm of that particularly 
mercenary little baggage from 
Glens Falls. 

If the authors of “Peggy Ann,” 
however, no longer believe in Cin- 
derella, there are plenty of their 
patrons left who do. Certainly it 
isn’t their disillusions that have 
kept the piece alive and flourishing 
for nine months at the Vanderbilt. 
And this is where the half uncon- 
scious guile of Rodgers, Hart and 
liel@#s comes in: You can take it 
both ways. It has the same qual- 
ity which has made “Saturday’s 
Children” (with overtones as sar- 
donic as Schopenhauer) pass as a 
tender, whimsical little study of 
married life. This, too, has regis- 
tered at the box office as the cof- 
fers of the Booth will show. There 
is nothing new about this achieve- 
ment. After all, mothers for gen- 
erations have been senti*ientally 
crooning Mother Goose to infants 
who like “Taffy Was a Welshman” 
none the less because it is one of 
the most gory and merciless of 
rhymes. 


O “Peggy-Ann” and “Saturday’s 
GQ cauaren” have been all things 

to all playgoers and as a reward 
have filled their respective theaters 
since early winter. The two are 
close to the head of the survivors’ 
list as you look backward before 
the deluge of new plays which will 
swamp the dramatic departments 
tomorrow night. The musical show 
came into the Vanderbilt on Dec. 
27; Maxwell Anderson’s comedy 
arrived at the Booth on Jan. 26. 

Still higher in the endurance test 
is “The Ladder” whose extraordi- 
nary pulmotor existence its making 
dramatic history though not ex- 
actly from a literary viewpoint. It 
opened at the Waldorf last October. 
A little further down is “The 
Squall,” which appeared a month 
later, was briefly dismissed by the 
critics as “one of those things” and 
has run to fair audiences ever since.

What Will 


Reinhardt Do to 


the Movies? 


HERE is more than passing in- 

terest in the announcement that 
Max Reinhardt, the Austrian woo 
has done so much for,.Germany’'s 
stage and whose name has been cn 
Morris Gest’s praising tongue for 
years, has jumped into the rin; 
behind his hat, standifig up on 
both feet and shouting to the 
house, 

“I’m going 
make movies.” 

Reinhardt, the stage produce2r, 
has decided views on actors, which 
he has expressed over his signa- 
ture. His authority to speak in the 
matter is attested by the present 
eminence of early Reinhart 
troupers like Emil Jannings, Ernat

One day Otto Brahm, manager 
of the Deutsches Theater in Ber- 
lin, came to Salzburg to see a star 
in a new stage production. The 
star wasn’t so*much. but there wis 
a young spear-holder who im- 
pressed despite his awkward 
movements. Brahm signed him for 
the Deutsches Theate; ReinharJt 
had come to Berlin. 

Max Reinhardt had an idea that 
art is not only self-expression but 
conscious impression on the pub- 
lic’ As one of his biographers puts 
it: “To get as near to the public 
as possible, to gain its ears, its 
eyes, in fact, ali its senses, even its 
very soul—that has been his fond- 
est endeavor from the very first.” 
(Good box office news to Joseph 
M. Schenck, who is financing Rein- 
hardt’s ficst film!) 

The history of Reitnhardt’s tri- 
umphs in Berlin, as a producer of 
everything from spectacies with 
£000 supers to one-act plays with 
casts of three and four, has been 


told many times. Chiefly he did 
Shakspeare (“A Midsummer Night's 
Dream” wags his first big success), 
Shaw, Ibsen, Tolstoy. Gorky. Wilde, 
Maeterlinck, Euripides apd Offen- 
bach’s operas. Herr Reinhardt soon 
became one to be reckoned with. 
When he did “The Miracle” at the 
Olympia in London for Charies B. 
Cochran, one of his 2000 players 
was a fellow named Ernst Lubitsch, 
slimmer than now. When he did 
“Faust” in Berlin at the Deutsches 
Theater in March, 1909, this same 
Lubitsch played Wagner, Werner 
Krauss was Mephisto (Emil Jan- 
ings’ role in Murnau’g film), and 
Conrad Veidt was [laust. 
Hiere is Reinhardt, who 
to meet Hollywood's colony of film 
stars, talking about actors in a tract 
signed by him and named, “On the 
[Importance of the Actor”: 
“Today and for ail time, 
must stand at the center of all 
theatrical acts, man as actor. 
Where the actor ts also a dramatic 
writer. he has the power to create 
a world according to his own image, 
thus awakening the drama to its 
highest form of life, like Shaks- 
peare and Moliere. Whosoever has 
anything to do with the theater 
should be an actor Only 
when the director, the stage man- 
ager. the poet, the dramatic teach- 
er, the scenic artist. the musician, 
are all actors, when everyone on 
the stage and everyone in the audi- 
ence its an actor, and joins in the 
play. then, and then only then, the 
theater fulfils tts highest mission. 
“The individuai star, who tyran- 
nizes a theater with his moods, who 
financially and artistically represses 
everything and everybody around 
him. who does not look for good 
plays but for star roles, is the most

Pictures, Good Ones, Had 
Record-Breaking Week 


In the Local Theaters

AST week proved that interest in motion pictures is not entirely 
L confined to one syllable audiences which look for séx appeal, Cin- 

derella plots or stupidly happy endings. Four or five fine films, 
far above the average of the ordinary program picture, did a tremen- 
dous business in as many theatres, Loew’s State alone taking in more 
than $42,000 in the week with “The Big Parade’ which had already 
played St. Louis twice for extended runs at extended prices. This 
established a record for an ordinaryY week's business in a St. Louls 
picture house, other claims to the contrary notwithstanding. As a 
result “The Big Parade” will be held over for another week at Loew's 
and will probably get about half that amount for its second try— 
and $20,000 is a good week any old time here. Incidentally this 
same film broke all world’s records for a single week when it played 
to the amazing sum of $144,267 at the Roxy Theatre in New York 
and came right back for a second week of $137,893. No wonder the 
producers out in Hollywood can scatter their money to the four winds 
when a picture will pay for itself in one run in one theater ‘in one 
city. 

“Metropolis,” as was expected, did not hold up to the way in 
which it started off last Saturday and Sunday at the Missquri. A 
great picture, from a technical standpoint, it held little interest for 
the average movie goer and most of the people who saw it falied to 
find it entertaining. .The enormous business done Saturday and 
Sunday, however, gave the Missouri a week above the ordinary. 

Down at the Ambassador “‘Beau Geste” had a deservedly fine 
week, while “What Price Glory,” in its third run, stood ’em up for 
seven days at the Grand Opera House. “The Country Doctor,” at 
the St. Louis was another good one which pulled ‘em in all week and 
even the Dempsey-Sharkey fight film is said to have attracted §11.- 
000 to the Garrick during its first week there, which is a pile of 
money for a burlesque house.

No changes have been made in 
the head coaches of conference 
teams, although there have been 
other changes on the coaching 
McEwan 
at Oregon, Hollingberry at Wash- 
ington State, Price at California 
and Erb at Idaho, who were new in 
their positions last year, are all ex- 
pected to turn out better teams this 
fall. 

Oregon’s Outlook Bright. 

Although she did not figure very 
high in the percentage column, 
Oregon had a good team, which 
improved greatly toward the end of 
the season last year.

Miraculous Prohibition. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HE wets still bemoan the failure of 

prohibition. From their standpoint 
they are right. For them prohibition has 
been just one disappointment after an- 
other! They expected taxes to increase, 
but the Government reports a decrease 
in 1926 tax collections of $2,535,000,000 
as compared with wet 1919. They ex- 
pected prohibition to reduce revenue. It 
did not, With repeated tax reductions, 
the surplus this year was over $600,000,- 
000. They haq fondly anticipated that 
prohibition would bring back the soup 
kitchen, and that labor wouid be begging 
for long hours at poor pay.

The Pittsburg consolidations are in ac- 
cordance with the general trend of jour- 
nalism throughout the country. Consoli- 
dation, nigqknamed the “Munsey movement,” 
after its late New York practitioner, is the 
order of the day. According to the reliable 
journal of the trade, Editor and Publisher, 
the number of English-language dailies in 
the United States declined in the past six 
months from 2001 to 1952 andis still shrink- 
ing, probably at an accelerated rate. Equal- 
ly characteristic of the times is the reduc- 
tion in the Pittsburg morning field to one 
paper. Department-store advertising is,the 
lifeblood of the daily press, and, on the 
whole, with an occasional! exception in one 
city or another, the department stores spend 
most of their money in the afternoon field. 
Cleveland, Detroit, St. Louis and other cit- 
ies have all, in recent years, seen a similar 
drastic reduction in the number of morn. 
ing papers. 


THIRD point in which Pittsburg is now 
typical is that not a single daily paper 
there is now locally owned. Each of the 
three publishers has journals in other cities 


—both Hearst and 
group, in more than a score of other 
communities, Mr. Block in half a dozen. 
None of these proprietors lives in  Pitts- 
burg, or, presumably, ever will live there. 
They conduct chain newspapers with the 
same efficiency and commercial acumen 
which is devoted to chain groceries or five- 
and-ten-cent emporia. ‘Iwo of the three 
systems have their own telegraphic news 
service, and syndicates to furnish “fea. 
tures,”” cartoons and editorials. Pittsburg- 
ers in future (as to a great extent-in the 
past) will be amused, edified and instruct- 
ed, when at all, by writers and artists who 
know little or nothing of that city, but live 
and work in New York or Cleveland or 
Paris. The local flavor, already much di- 
minished, will be reduced even further. 
The days when you could read a news- 
paper because you agreed with its general 
policy, it will be noticed, are ended. In 
Pittsburg, if you want a morning paper at 
all, you must accept the wares of Mr. 
Block. This gentleman is best known as a 
successful salesman of advertising space, on 
a vast scale. He can hardly be said to be 
interested in public affairs as is, for in- 
stance, Mr. Hearst, but in so far as he has 
@® political platform of his own, it is, 
“Stand by our noble President!” Mr. Hearst 
went even further to show that he bowed 
the knee where Pittsburg does. He came 
out for Mellon for President. The Scripps- 
Howard newspaper in Pittsburg is like the 
Scripps-Howard papers in other cities, 
Theirs is the most liberal of all the news- 
paper chains, 
i Geen the recent consolidations have been 
g0od business, there is no doubt. After 
one copy of any newspaper has been pro- 
duced, a million may be manufactured with 
no extra expense except white paper. In 


consequence, a consolidation of two papers 
means halving the cost while the revenues 
of the combination journal remain nearly 
-—-Or sometimes, quite—as great as were 
those of the components when appearing 
separately. In the morning field, Pitts. 
burg is experiencing a monopoly, with the 
usual attributes, gre price of the paper is

being boosted from two cents to three, and 
the advertising rates are subject to increases 
ranging from 84c to $1.40 a column inch. 
Editor and Publisher estimates that at least 
300 newspaper men will be discharged in 
the course of the shake-up, and not re- 
placed. The saving in expense thereby 
achieved is obvious, however hard the re- 
sult may be on the unfortunate individuals 
who are thrown out of employment with no 
opportunity of finding a position again (ex- 
cept by going to some other city, where 
Pittsburg’s experience is not unlikely to be 
repeated). 

Even from the public’s point of view, the 
process igs not an unmixed evil. It has one 
great advantage, since in a crisis, and for a 
short time only, it permits the individual 
paper to remain independent of domination 
by the local department stores: the profits 
earned in 20 cities may be poured into the 
twenty-first to keep a paper going until it 
wins a fight which the national owners hap- 
pen to think is important. Moreover, while 
the possession of great wealth usually 
makes newspaper owners conservative, this 
is not universally true. The Scripps-Howard 
chain, the New York World and the SBt. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, the Baltimore “Sun- 
papers,’ are examples of journals owned by 
men of great wealth who are, nevertheless, 
courageous fn fighting for what they con- 
ceive to be the social good, often in dis- 
agreement with the prevailing opinion 
among men of their class. 

UCH facts do not, however, mitigate the 

generally undesirable consequences of 
chain ownership, and syndication of con- 
tents. These developments accentuate the 
process, which has already gone so far, of 
standardization of thought. They increase 
the fierceness with which any departure 
from the majority opinion, in politics, so- 
cial ideas, even !n dress and mode of liv- 
ing, is resented, in America. They apply 
national formula to local situations to which 
they are never quite adequate. They offer 
an attitude toward things, an outlook on life 
in general, which may or may not, accord- 
ing to pure chance, have any relation to 
the attitude and outlook of the community. 
It is no answer to say that no one needs 
to buy a newspaper if he doesn’t want to, 
and that circulation can only be maintained 
by catering to the views of the community. 
In Pittsburg, as we have pointed out, the 
person of liberal views must look at the 
world, in the morning, through Mr. Block's 
stodgy conservatism, or g0 without the 
news. The conservative must, in the eve- 
ning, embrace either Scripps-Howard pro- 
gressivism, written in popular terms for the 
masses, or the Hearst formula, in which 
photographs of scantily clad women, and 
stories about love-nests and kiss-burglars 
Play almost as great a part as they do in 
the tabloids. Nobody, whatever his politi- 
cal inclinations, who has the sort of mind 
which prefers The Atlantic Monthly to The 
Saturday Evening Post or Liberty, can buy 
any Pittsburg newspaper with the expecta- 
tion of finding the affairs of the world 
thoughtfully reviewed therein by intelligent 
men as one expects to find them reviewed 
in The London Times, or the London Morn- 
ing Post, or the Manchester Guardian. Jour- 
nalism of that type, needless to say, has al! 
but disappeared from the United States: and 
where it still remains, it is in most cases 
a luxury which an obdurate and wealthy 
publisher insists on maintaining in the face 
of the fact that larger financial rewards 
accrue to mob-writing for the mob-mind

The neighbors said, ‘‘No,’’ but the 
Texas colonel said, ‘‘Yes,”’ and since 
he and the neighbors differed before 
and the Colonel won out, he has felt 
confident of developing a model air- 
port, one of the largest in the coun- 
try and a field for scientific experi- 
ment in aviation, in spite of the neigh- 
bors. 

A few days ago, in the State House 
at Boston, a group of wealthy persons 
who own summer homes near the site 
of the proposed airport appeared be- 
fore the Public Works Commission and 
withdrew the protests which they had 
filed against the scheme. They had 
since learned, they stated, that the 
purposes of the airport were scientific 
and not commercial. Furthermore, 
they had received assurances that 
shore line creeks and streams running 
into the property of other owners 
would not be affected. 

It was the anticipated noise of a port 
for aircraft which had aroused for- 
boding and opposition among summer 
residents of Nonquitt, Salters Point, 
Bay View, Shore Acres and Padana- 
ram, the society colonies adjoining 
Colonel Green's estate of Round Hills, 
at South Dartmouth, Mass. They

She 
admitted that on one occasion Dr. Me- 
sirow spent a night at her apartment 
in a professional capacity while she 
was critically ill. And she said she 
had no desire whatsoever to lure -the 
physician from his home. And, says 
she, she certainly has no intention of 
sitting down and writing out a check 
for $5000 to get the gentleman, and, 
furthermore, she says, she is quite well 
satisfied with her husbandless state. 


Now the ‘Jane Doe’’ in Mrs. Mesi- 
row’s petition, according to Mrs. Me- 
sirow’s allegations, frequented places 
of amusement with Dr. Mesirow and 
enticed that gentleman from his home. 
This “Jane Doe’’ also is charged with 
maintaining a clandestine love affair 
with Dr. Mesirow. And it is charged 
in Mre. Mesirow’s papers that the Doc- 
tor “openly acknowledged he had be- 
come madly in love with her.’ 

Dr. Mesirow didn't lfke his wife's 
charges a little bit. First, he filed a 
formal] denial. He followed that up 
with a cross-petition for absolute di- 
vorce. He declared his only interest 
in Pavloska was professional. He ad- 
mitted visiting her apartment on vari- 
ous occasions in the capacity of a phy- 
sician. He said he once remained 
throughout the night when the singer 
was seriously ill. 

But he denied his wife's charges 
that he was madly in love with Pav- 
loska. 

According to Dr. Mesirow’s cross- 
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petition, his marriage, twenty years 
ago, happened in this way: At that 
time, he states, he ‘“‘was a student in 
medical school and was ambitious to 
become a doctor, and that owing to 
the relationship that existed between 
your Orator and Eda Mesirow, the said 
Eda Mesirow threatened to have your 
Orator expelled from school and pub- 
licly disgraced unless he married her; 
whereupon your Orator, in order that 
his medical career might not be inter- 
fered with in so unscrupulous a man- 
ner, married the defendant, and ever 
simce has been subjected to the most 
vicious and insufferable nagging and 
scurrilous attacks, both mentally and 
physically, and bas had to contend 
with a viclent and uncontrollable tem- 
per on the part of Eda Mesirow.”’ 
Dr. Mesirow was graduated from the 
University of Illinois College of Medi- 
cine in 1907, one year after his mar- 
riage to the present Mrs. Mesirow. 
After reciting in his petition 
that his wife's ‘insane jealousy’ 
drove women patients from his 
office and threatened to wreck his 


medical career, he goes ahead to 
charge Mrs. Mesirow with numerous 
physical attacks upon him, in which 
he suffered black eyes, a scratched 
face, and the breaking of his glasses 
over his nose. 

Such treatment, says he, twice sent 
him to the sanitarium for repairs. 


ND, says he, in the petition, 
A “ven: Orator further represents 

that the complainant, Eda Mesi- 
row, has importuned him to secure the 
sum of $5000 and other sums and 
properties to give to her and if and 
when he does that she would permit 
him to get a divorce. 

“Your Orator further represents 
that he has refused to enter into s0 
collusive an agreement, and submits 
to this most honorable court his plea 
for release from so vicious a relation- 
ship. 

“Your Orator further represents 
that when he refused to comply with 
the demands of the complainant, she 
suggested she go to a mutual friend, 
Irene Pavioska, of your Orator and his 
wife, whom she, the said Eda Mesirow, 
unjustly suspected of desiring to mar- 
ry your Orator, and offer to release 
your Orator or secure a divorce from 
him if the said mutual friend would 
give her $5000 and upon the refusal 
of your Orator to agree to this, the 
said mutual friend became the object 
of the vicious tongue and scurrilous 


‘statements of the said Eda Mesirow.” 


The publication of this document 
was the signal for Mrs. Mesirow and 
Madame Pavloska to get into action 


again. 
“Do I,” indignantly demanded Mrs. 
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Mesirow, “look like a woman who 
would put her husband on the bargain 
counter?” “I wonder that the depart- 
ment stores don’t deal in husbands,” 
she added, and the inference seemed 
to be that her last sentence was meant 
as sarcasm for her husband. 

‘“Tt’s all false,’"’ comes back Pavlos- 
ka. “He was my physician. This 
woman probably based her charge on 
the fact he attended me and once, 
when I was critically ill, remained in 
my apartment throughout the night.” 

And Mrs. Mesirow says, “I had the 
evidence when I filed suit for separate 
maintenance, and I’m ready to produce 
it at the trial regardless of what Ma- 
dame Pavioska says or does.” 


[ome Attorney William B. Berger, 
Mrs. Mesirow’s lawyer, remarks, 
“Mrs. Mesirow did not want to 
create any scandal. She thought she 
could avoid unnecessary embarrass- 
ment to Madame Pavioska.”’ 

Whereupon Pavioska answers, ‘The 
whole thing is preposterous. I know 
the entire family well. Dr. Mesirow's 
sister, Nina, who is a noted pianist, is 
my dearest friend. I have nothing to 
be afraid of and the charges are ridic- 
ulous. 

“Persons who have by hard work 
achieved some measure of success 
seem to be open largess for accusa- 
tions of this kind. I shall fight the 
matter out in court. 

“My acquaintance with the Doctor 
is purely professional. Like all sing- 
ers, 1 suffer occasionally from throat 
trouble. He attends me. All other 
accusations are unjust.

the Doctor’s income was $15,000 a

As 
Mrs. Mesirow was awarded $40 a 
week alimony, it looks like she is los- 
ing money by her suit.

Shortly afterward, he says, 
‘he went east for a period of study, 
so as to occupy his mind with other 
than his marital difficulties, and that 
the year of study wherein he attempt- 
ed to learn how to specialize in eye, 
ear, nose and throat work, was the 
happiest year of his married life, for 
he had no contact with his wife and 
was saved from her shrewish at- 
tacks.” 

But it started all over again when 
he returned, says the Doctor, and her 
attacks characterized her as a “money- 
lustful woman.”

UCH as on any oth- 
er morning of the 
year the three em- 
ployes of the Mount 
Jackson National 
Bank, in the town 
of that name near 
here, recently 
opened up for busi- 
ness for the day. 

Ollie L. Burkett, assistant cashier, 
was in charge in the absence of the 
cashier. The two others were Mildred, 
Burkett’s 15-year-old daughter, who 
spends her summers in the bank, and 
Charies I. Dellinger, bookkeeper. Dell- 
inger was the last to come to work. 

With his arrival, Burkett took out 
of the vault the §2500 necessary for 
the day's business, the shades were 
rolled up from before the cages, and 
the Mount Jackson National Bank was 
ready for the day. 

A few minutes after the bank had 
been opened Dellinger’s cousin, Kirby 
E. Dellinger, strolled in. He greeted 
Charies, who opened the door of the 
cage and talked to him for about 15 
minutes. The conversation concerned 
several notes, signed by the visitor, 
which the bank held. 

Kirby Dellinger seemed in a very 
good humor and the two cousina 
laughed and joked together. Kirby at 
last said abruptly that he was going to 
breakfast, and left, saying goodbye to 
his cousin and to the two other em- 
ployes, whom he knew. 

Five minutes later he came back. 
With two young girls he stepped out 
of a Buick sedan, leaving a second 
man at the wheel. Kirby and his two 
companions came into the bank and he 
again began a conversation with his 
cousin.

are gone,’ writes 
Captain Herman 
Archer in his “Sol- 
diers of Fortune.” 
With the hint of a 
falling tear and the 
trace of a catch in 
his voice, this 
, United States Army 
a who was himself a celebrated 
goldier of fortune, laments that “the 
picturesque times have passed for- 
Totes have only to compare the col- 
orful, striking uniforms of yesterday 
with those of the World War.” he ob- 
serves, “to see the difference in ways 
of war and in soldiers well illustrated. 
armies now are vast machines, and 
goidiers. under the plan, unthinking 
cogs. Something has gone Out of War; 
something that never can come back 
to the fighting of the modern day.” 
One of these things which is 
gone out of war, according to Captain 
archer, one of the things which made 
armed conflict most picturesque and 
invested the marching troops with the 
glamour of romance, is the soldier of 
fortune such as Samuel Dreben wa3. 
A first-class fighting Man was Samuel 
Dreden. They called him “the Fight- 
ing Jew. He belonged to that pictur- 
esque group of adventurers who scorned 
to soldier in a peace time army but, 
when there was fighting to be done, 
could not resist the lure of burning 
powder. His profession was that of 
following battie flags. When there 
was opportunity he followed his own 
eountry’s. When there was not, he 
followed the banner of another land, 
the one unalterable condition. being 
that it was going into action. Through 


fs dosen wars and uprisings he tramped 


and fought—the Philippine insurrec- 
tion. the Boxer Rebellion, various Mex- 
lean revolutions, a foray into Hon- 
duras—and even the World War, 
which was not his kind of a-war, Was 
not allowed to get along without him. 

In that last prodigious set-to Sam 
Dreben brought his fighting up to date 
and won the Distinguished Service 
Cross for wiping out a German ma- 
chine gun nest. But the. World War 
encompassed the extinction of his call- 
ing and his kind. With conscription 
and modern. mechanical methods of 
combat, the soldier of fortune became 
as obsolete as the cavalry horse and 
the saber. Sam Dreben was heartily 
sick of war when, late in 1918. he 
asked and obtained permission from 
General Pershing to come home. He 
never went to war again. His day 
was done When he died at Holly- 
Wood, California, not so long ago, his 
death marked the passing of one of 
the last survivors of his glamorous 
breed. With admiration and affection 
Captain Archer recalls him and his 
eventful story 


Ws all bis adventurer traits, 
' “the Fighting Jew’ was not 
quite like the majority of his 
Adventurer fellows. He was the gen- 
lest of all the tribe and the softest 
spoken.

Through 
s dozen wars and uprisings he tramped 
and fought—the Philippine insurrec- 
tion, the Boxer Rebellion, various Mex- 
jean revolutions, a foray into Hon- 
duras—and even the World War, 
which was not his kind of a war, was 
not allowed to get along without him. 
In that last prodigious set-to Sam 
Dreben brought his fighting up to date 
and won the Distinguished Service 
Cross for wiping out a German ma- 
thine gun nest. But the World War 
encompassed the extinction of his call- 
ing and his kind. With conscription 
and modern mechanical methods of 
combat, the soldier of fortune became 
ts obsolete as the cavalry horse and 
the saber. Sam Dreben was heartily 
sick of war when, late in 1918, he 
ssked and obtained permission from 
General Pershing to come home. He 
never Went to war again. His day 
Was done. When he died at Holly- 
Wood, California, not so long ago, his 
death marked the passing of one of 
the last survivors of his glamorous 
breed. With admiration and affection 
Captain Archer recalls him and his 
eventful story.

in his cap. However, when Aguinaldo 
was at last put down and the Philip- 
pines were pacified, Dreben was dis- 
charged as a First Sergeant of infan- 
try. Then, after his discharge, came 
his first free lance venture, when he 
went to Honduras with La Guardia. 
There he was a competent “top kick’ 
but in no manner 
of speaking a lead- 
er or a hero. The 
real Sam Dreben 
was yet to appear. 


He appeared first 

in 1912 when the 
troops of General 
Campa, rebel leader 
in the uprising 
against Francesco 
Madero, were fall- 
ing back before the 
Federal forces after 
a desperate fight 
near Parral, Mexi- 
co. In that make- 
shift outfit of rebel 
snipers, this paid 
soldier of another 
land, fighting for a 
cause that at best 
was but vague in 
his mind, shone out 
like a patriot god: 
Almost single-hand- 
ed, he won the en- 
counter. Omitting 
preliminaries, let 
Captain Archer tell 
the story of the 
exploit: 

“Gen. Campa and 
Gen. Salazar,’’ he 
writes, ‘had sur- 
rounded the city, 
planted their artil- 
lery ready for a 
bombardment and 
had demanded the 
town's surrender. 
The demand had 
been summarily re- 
fused. Federal 
troops had marched 
out against the reb- 
els. Gen. Francisco 
Villa, one of the 
Government leaders, 
had begun an envel- 
oping movement, 
and had all but 
flanked the revolu- 
tionists before they 
discovered their 
plight. Retreat had 
been sounded. The 
Federals pressed. 
forward to victory. 
The retreat threat- 
ened to become a 
rout; Gen. Campa’s 
eighteen - year - old 
son was shot dead 
at bis side. Sudden- 
ly, the morale of 
the rebels col- 
lapsed. They turned 
and fled in panic. 
Everything seemed 
lost. 

“But there was 
one figure that re- 
mained like a rock 
against this victori- 
ous charge. A short, 
stout little man sat 
on a machine gun 
in front of General 
Campa's carefully 
planted artillery. 

This was Sam Dreben, the Fighting 
Jew. 

‘‘Past him to the rear raced his own 
infantry, but Sam was not disturbed. 
One by one his own gunners joined 
the race for safety, but still Sam 
stayed on, swinging his own machine 
gun from side to side, pouring a hail 
of bullets into the enemy. He was 
quiet, calm, and Jack Zimmerman, one 
of the last to remain at his side, was 
authority for the statement that his 
voice was as soft and gentle as always 
when he said: 

‘Go, Jack, while there’s time. I 
can hold them a little longer.’ 

‘Here and there a Mexican stopped 
in his flight; soon these men were 
carrying to the rear machine guns, 
were hurrying other pieces of precious 
rebel] artillery to the rear, under cover 
of the deadly, vicious fire from the 
Fighting Jew’s single, lethal gun. 
Twice bullets nipped the flesh of this 
soldier of fortune, but the flow of 
blood did not even give a ripple of 
unsteadiness to the leaden hail from 
his hand.

“Campa snarled and cursed all 
Americans. Sam spread his hands. 
But something in his manner, some 
fearless, indefinable thing saved his 
life. Several Mexican officers stepped 
forward. They threatened to arrest 
General Campa and take him before 
the supreme rebel leaders, Salagar and 
Orozco, if he persisted in the execution. 
They were led by Major Zapata, a good 
and capable soldier. The enraged 
Campa appeared to be about to order 
his ready troops to fire upon the mu- 
tineers. Dreben etood quietly, grave- 
ly twisting his fingers. Zapata, with 
eyes of fire, stared Campa down. Ab- 
ruptly, Campa ordered the killing off, 
but as the firing squad struffied away, 
he shouted that the Americans must 
leave his command. 

‘ *Honest?’ queried Dreben. ‘Well, 
1 was quitting anyway. You are & 
coward. I hope never to fight in the 
same army with you again.’ 

HAT night Dreben and five other 
officers rode out of camp and 
set off to Bermejillo in search of 
General Orozco, another rebel leader. 
They blundered into a Federal camp 
from which they barely managed to es- 
cape with their lives, learned Orosco 
had been beaten and was 600 miles 
away and that the country between 
them and the eafety of the United 


States border swarmed with Federa] 
troops. It was only Dreben's familiar- 
ity with that rugged country, it seems, 
which enabled them finally to detour 
around the hostile camps and reach El 
Paso. 

“For a time the business of war 
seemed in the doldrums,’ Captain 
Archer’s story continues. ‘Dreben 

lingered about El 
Paso, with scores of 
soldiers of fortune, 
and spies for haifa 
dozen factions in 
the seething south- 
ern republic. Then, 
one day, there came 
to him an emissary 
from the infamous 
Pancho Villa, who 
had formerly been a 
bandit chief, but 
was now a General 
in the Government 
armies. Would Dre- 
ben undertake for 
the General? Dre- 
ben would—wheth- 
er he knew or 
guessed that Villa 
was even then get- 
ting ready for his 
own drive toward 
the dictatorship. 
For some months 
Dreben worked 
quietly at his new 
trade of gun-runner. 
He lounged about 
El Paso, and even 
Tracy Richardson, 
his old-time friend, 
did not know that 
he was enjoying 
anything more than 
a vacation. Yet they 
say he made and 
saved a small for- 
tune. Samuel Dre- 
ben began to think 
that after all he 
was quite probably 
cut out for a busi- 
ness career.

Many 
factions were in the 
market for Ameri- 
can guns and am- 
munition. sa @ 
shrewd Dreben in 
this short few 
months had gotten 
himself in a position 
to take toll of this 
lucrative, secret 
trade; he had his 
fingers on potential 
riches. Still the 
haunting, if un- 
heard, sounds of bat- 
tle from over the 
Rio Grande were for 
him the voice af a 
siren. 

“To go, or not to

“Suddenly, Dreben decided; he 
chucked the business of selling guns 
to go over and handle ore for Villa. 
The United States, fearing trouble, 
started mobilization of troops on the 
Mexican border; and across the line 
to these American soldiers, most of 
whom knew Dreben either personally 
or by reputation, came stories of valor 
and prowess, exceptional even for the 
Fighting Jew. At Bachima Pass, to 
mention just one tale, Samuel! Dreben, 
again astride his famous weapon, the 
machine gun, sat alone in a mountain 
pass and held back the Huerta forces, 
after they had routed and thrown into 
full flight the troops of Villa. Be- 
hind the shelter of this single well- 
placed valorously handled death deal- 
er, the Villistas were able to reform 
and to snatch victory from dire defeat. 


<¢ HETHER these feats were 
W the reason or not, the fact 
is that when Villa at last 
overthrew Huerta, Dreben came back 
to business in El Paso as the for- 
mer’s American agent. Again the 
money stream began to flow around 
him. Green Monster copper was sell- 
ing at 76 cents a share and Dreben, 
with uncanny prescience, took the 
money he had amassed selling arms 
and bought thousands of shares. The 
stock soared like a rocket and when 
it reached $8 a share, he sold out. His 
profit was estimated to be somewhere 
in the neighborhood of half a million 
dollars. Half a million! No more war 
for Samuel Dreben. 
‘He summoned all his friends—#ol- 


diers of fortune, filibusters, American 
army men, and a few Mexican Gener- 
als—to a banquet at the Sheldon Hote! 
in El Paso. Haltingly, but with shin- 
ing eyes, the diffident little man, his 
round face red as a schoolboy's, ¢con- 
fessed that he was through with the 
wars forever. He was, he said, going 
to marry and settie down. 

“And he did. He invested his mon- 
ey wisely and carried on the routine 
of wealth nursing as cleverly as ever 
he sent bullets into a hostile, advané 
ing host. There were even those who 
said he became smug and conventional 
in extreme—one of Mr. Lewis’ Bab- 
bitts.... His friends said, ‘Oh, you'll 
hear the call again some day, and 
you'll go. Wait till the soldiers march 
by your house.’ And the once Fight- 
ing Jew only laughed and put an af- 
fectionate arm about his young wif4.

Sam Dre 
ben’s old fighting instinct stirred ia 
his heart, and wher General Pershing 
led the punitive expedition into Mex- 
ico, who was in the fore of the great- 
est manhunt but the Fighting Jew?

“Samuel Dreben knew every foot of 
the State of Chihuahua, through 
which the fleeing Villistas sought to 
escape the Americans.

They talked of 
having him apply for a commission, 
but the prospect did not appear to in- 
terest the gentle, quiet little man who 
had been a soldier since before most 
of the A. E. F. were born....

T is one thing to 
reduce moderately, 
says the American 
Medical Associa- 
tion, and quite an- 
other thing to 
change from an 


into a slender, boy- 
ish flapper in the 
course of a few days or weeks. The 
one may be attended by no harmful 
results. The other is more than like- 
ly to result in broken health or even 
death. 

Alarmed by the ravages of the craze 
for taking off weight and aroused by 
the celerity with which ‘“get-thin- 
quick’’ fakers have exploited that 
Craze, the association has thus de- 
clared war on the self-styled ‘‘dietetic 
experts’’ and set about to warn the 
would-be butterflies of their danger. 
Fixing a stony glare upon the quacks, 
it comes out with the solemn declara- 
tion that any reducing method which 
guarantees to take off more than a 
pound or two a week is hazardous and 
that its exponents should be regarded 
with grave suspicion. 


Denouncing the faddists and their 
panaceas for obesity which are foisted 
Upon the public by every known ad- 
vertising medium from newspapers to 
billboards, the medical society, through 
its official organ, the Journal, points 
Out that the country has been flooded 
with “health” foods which are not 
healthful, with “reducing foods'’ which 
do not reduce, and with reducing ex- 
ercises which, instead of reducing, ac- 
tually induce additional weight. Three- 
fourths of these panaceas, asserts the 
Journal after an exhaustive survey, are 
bunk and worse. “Let them alone,” 
it advises. ‘‘There is no reducing 
method which can produce a quick 
and radical change in the female fig- 
ure without impairing the health and 
thus defeating the purpose the subject 
seeks to accomplish—beauty.” 


Members of the association, whicn 
is the largest medical society in Amer- 
ica, make no official estimate of the 
number of women and girls marring 
their beauty and endangering them- 
selves by resorting to get-thin doctors, 
but unofficial estimates place the num- 
ber at well into the millions. The con- 
spicuous cases of Anna Fitziu and Es- 
telle Taylor are cited as representative 
of thousands of others. 


Misa Fitziu, who was graduated 
from musical comedy to grand opera 
and who in recent years has been a 
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—_ 


over-weight woman- 


member of the Chicago Civic Opera 
Company, felt that her work and at- 
tractiveness were being impaired by 
her increasing tendency to stoutness. 
She took up the reducing fad. At the 
outset she was a vigorous woman in 
fine health. She applied herself night 
and day. to the business of getting thin 
rapidly and in the @ourse of three 
months she took off about thirty 
pounds. Then she collapsed and spent 
the next three months in a Chicago 
hospital. 


Her health was broken and her 
beauty impaired far more than it had 
ever been impaired by superfluous 
flesh. Instead of “Get thin quickly,” 
her new slogan was ‘‘Never again."’ 
When she was dismissed from the hos- 
pital she took up her regular mode 
of eating, but her digestion had been 
so disarranged by her reducing prac- 
tices that there was a second collapse 
and she was again in the hospital. She 
is now struggling back to normal, a 
slow and painful process, thoroughly 
disillusioned on reducing.

“One of the causes of her illness,” 
says the statement, “is dieting for sev- 
eral years to retain the slim figure 
and slight weight demanded of movie 
actresses under contract.”’ 


Indeed, the reducing fad has become 
so serious and the exploitation of the 
public by ‘“‘dieticians’’ so flagrant that 
even the Government has felt it nec- 
essary to issue a warning. Here is an 
excerpt from a statement from the 
Department of Agriculture: 


“In view of the wide spread of lit- 
erature and advice of so-called ‘diet 
experts’ it seems advisable to warn 
people against the dietary recommen- 
dations of those without real scientific 
standing in the community. Some of 
the advocates of freak diets are sin- 
cere, but are, themselves, déluded. 
Others are fakers who seek monetary 
gain by advising peculiar systems of 
diet. Neither class can offer trust- 
worthy advice. In most of the recom- 
mendations of these self-established 
experts there is hardly a shadow of 
reason, though they may seem plausi- 
ble. 


“If the deductions of many food fad- 


dists, accepted ag facts, were really 
operative, it would be difficult to ex- 
plain how the human race had sur- 
vived. The race would have expired 
soon after man had progressed enough 
in intelligence to exercise choice in 
diet and cook his food. The contrary 
holds true. Civilization advanced from 
the time man began to cook and pre- 
pare his food.”’ 

The American Medical Association, 
taking up the fight on the fakers, does 
not come out flatly and say that it is 
impossible to reduce safely. It can be 
done safely if it is done slow- 
ly and cautiously. The point 
the association especially 
endeavors to drive home is 
that there is no panacea for 
getting thin which anybody 
and everybody may safely 
follow. Different 
types respond in 
different ways to 
the same remedies, 
and there is no 
standard type in 
which the phy- 
sique of women 
naturally reveals 
itself. Take, for 
instance, 
two wo- 
men of 
exactly 
the same 
hei ght, 
say, & 
feet 4 inches. Their — 
bone structure may be 
so different as to in- 
volve a difference of 20 
Or 25 pounds in norma! 
weight. Obviously, it is 
pointed out, the woman 
of the heavier type can- 
not expect to cut down 
her weight to conform 
to the standard of the 
one with the lighter 
bone” structure. And 
there are women of 
naturally fleshy type 
who cannot expect to 
pass from that into a 
slender type without 
danger. 

The commonest cause for 
wanting to reduce, authorities 
believe, is the universal feminine 
desire to be beautiful.

There are also many people who are 
strangely affected by clams. A clam 
in the room will cause them to shud- 
der and they are not at ease until the 
clam has been removed. Sometimes 
these are the people who in childhood 
at the seashore have been chased and 
frightened by clams, causing what doc- 
tors term a clam neurosis. 

So that there are two sides to this, 
as to every question.
